JOHN W. ROTHSCHILD, CHIROPODIST 


John W. Rothschild’s first appearance in St. Louis city directory 
is in» 1875. He did business at 513 North Sixth St. during 1875 
through 1877. He also particpated in the Chiropodists ad in the 
Directory although in 1877 he is listed in small type rather than 
large as are his competitors. In 1878 he is still listed in the 
directory but does not participate in the chiropodists ad. In 1879 
he is not even in the city directory. In 1880 he returns to the 
city directory with a bold print listing and puts a large print ad 
in the chiropodist section at 800 Olive. 

In 1881 Rothschild has moved to 717 Olive, continues his large 
print ad in the directory, but returns his regular directory 
listing to normal print from bold. Either he missed his listing 
deadline for the directory in 1879 (perhaps because he was moving) 
or becasue he did in fact leave the the city. He loudly announced 
his return which also coincided with a change of address. The new 
address would also support a departure and return. John W. 
Rothschild remains at 717 Olive through 1889, although his 
residence changes to 2216 North Eleventh St. from 1886 thru 1892 
when he moves his residence to 3136 South Grand. In 1897 He moves 
his practice to 710 Olive from 717. He maintains a small print ad 
in directory through the entire post-1880 period through 1915. 
Thereafter the ad is J.W. Rothschild & Sons. 

Mr. Rothschild moves in with his son in 1907 a John T. 
Rothschild, who is a candy company sales manager. They reside at 
3647 Hartford. The same year, Dr. Rothschild moves his practice to 
810 Olive, Room 202. Later in the middle 1910’s, Rothschild goes 
into practice with another son, Harry J. Rothschild and the 
practice is renamed J. W. Rothschild & Sons. Harry later takes over 
the practice. It remains at 810 Olive for some time. “A 

Interestingly, John W. Rothschild Sr. only uses the label 
"Dr." for one year in his directory ad, that being 1884. Thereafter 
he never again labels himself a "doctor" in his ads in the 
directory. The handbill clearly lists Mr. Rothschild with the label 
"Dr." 
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
